Sec. 1. RCW74.08A. 270 and 2002 ¢ 89 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Good cause reasons for failure to participate in WrkFirst
program conponents i ncl ude: (a) Situations where the recipient is a
parent or other relative personally providing care for a child under
the age of six years, and formal or informal child care, or day care
for an incapacitated individual living in the same hone as a dependent
child, is necessary for an individual to participate or continue
participation in the programor accept enpl oynent, and such care is not
avai l able, and the departnent fails to provide such care; or (b) the
recipient is a parent with a child under the age of one year ((;—except

that—at—thetime—a—chilbd—reachesthe—age—oflthreenonths—the reciprent
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However, any recipient whose conprehensive evaluation indicates a need
for nmental health, alcohol, or drug treatnent nmay be required to
cooperate with that treatnent, as appropriate, up to twenty hours per
week.

(2) Nothing in this section shall prevent a recipient from
participating ((f#y)) in the WrkFirst programon a voluntary basis.
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
